How did you psych yourself 

up to play Wolverine? 

T've got this weird ritual that 
started by accident in the first 
movie. About two or three weeks 
into the shooting during the dead of 
winter, I was taking a shower at 5:30 
in the morning and the hot water 
wasn’t working. My wife was sleep- 
ing, so I couldn’t scream and yell, 
but I was gritting my teeth. The 
moment I finished that shower I was 
like, “Hang on a sec, that’s exactly 
how Wolverine feels when he is real- 
ly annoyed.” So then I had to take a 
cold shower every morning as part 
of the role, or it would be bad luck 
for the day. Thankfully, X2 was film- 
ing during the summer when a cold 
shower wasn’t nearly as painful. 


How does it feel to wear 
Wolverine’s costume? 

When I first put it on, I felt bloody 
uncomfortable, It was so tight I 
couldn't even sit down, and I got a 
huge rip right on my behind. But it’s 
got pads built into it so that when 
you are doing all that action stuff 
and rolling around, it’s comfortable.
